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are told the dictionary, “Slum” 
word obscure origin. This peculiarly fit- 
ting that while the primary causes slums 

are clear enough, difficult determine just when 
the social and physical degeneration began. What 
force causes movement people, mostly owners, 
away from good residence area find better quar- 
ters understandable. But what baffling 
why they should closely followed lower- 
ing rentals with less and less effort mainten- 
ance, until the entire neighborhood eventually be- 
comes, the definition tersely states, thickly 
populated, squalid part city, inhabited the 
poorest lowest class the people.” 

Insatiable greed, impelling the owner small 
piece ground secure maximum return cov- 
ering much possible, has been mostly 
blamed for our slums. But there are other causes. 
Failure the part the municipal authorities 
provide proper sanitation before houses are built 
equally responsible. many streets have been 
paved and houses built without sewers. Privy vaults 
built hard clay which will not permit sewage 
dissipate, forces eventually rise the ground 
and surface drainage results. And the construction 
houses below tidewater levels, where sewers can- 
not constructed with natural drainage, has caused 
some the very worst blighted areas. 

However, when think that the citizens 
that day such houses now roundly condemn 
may have seemed fitting and proper for those un- 
able earn reasonable living and afford their own 
homes, perhaps the fault more that society than 
the individual. The Romans thought proper 
chain galley slaves and keep them ships’ holds, 
feudal retainers were herded small quarters 
tenant houses, some cotton planters the south 
kept their slaves small cabins and all felt that 
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Slums—Whose Responsibility? 


their duty was fulfilled feeding and clothing their 
retainers, matter how poorly. And must 
realized that enlightened citizens are perhaps making 
more issue the problem than the slum dwell- 
ers themselves. 

only the last generation that our own 
conscience has been fully aroused the absolute 
physical and social danger permitting unsound 
housing. When the more stringent requirements 
today’s housing are compared with the requirements 
war housing, only fifteen years ago, then consid- 
ered the very best practice, who knows but that 
shall most roundly condemned another genera- 
tion two for our own present lack foresight. 


How Slums Grow 


The actual types houses tenements that to- 
day are the cause congestion vary greatly each 
city. Philadelphia slums were mostly caused 
allowing narrow courts, from four eight feet wide, 
with houses one room deep built one both sides, 
usually with common dividing and rear wall. One 
two row are left out provide common 
yard with hydrant for water with surface drain 
under sometimes and other times gutter the 
street. outside toilet with vault under pro- 
vided for each house. should, however, made 
clear that these were all built prior the law 
1853 requiring 144 sq. ft. yard space for each 
house, one the first the modern laws leading 
good housing. 

New York, slums are mostly due the 
called “old tenements built during the latter 
part the 19th century. And all cities 
naturally that entire blocks and districts 
were lowered the level the few objectionable 
type buildings. 
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Philadelphia there is, for instance, narrow 
opening leading slum court with euphonious 
title like “Estenweiser Avenue” incised lettering 
marble slabs. Its name and start have been long 
forgotten but the bitter dregs remain. Walking over 
and around waste boxes, papers and pails one sud- 
denly finds wider space lined solidly both sides 
with one room deep houses three stories high. Win- 
dows are one side only, facing the “avenue”. 
the court will found baby carriages being wheeled, 
ball game one corner, fight another and 
between, outside, and inside all the teeming life 
little world untouched. True, the people must 
out shop, visit and for work amusement, but 
dark the houses swallow more people than you 
and feel should housed entire block. And 
who could blame the better people who move out 
the surrounding houses and away from such 
potential center filth and disease! 

Then the other extreme there the court 
named after former president, having certain 
dignity, perhaps virtue its name. This court 
belongs what might termed the “upper crust” 
slums, being fairly clear and free rubbish. 
paved with brick, nice color, albeit little 
stumbly due lack repair. City Planning has 
been recognized, for the toilets are all carefully 
placed axis the center. The tenants have given 
them inviting aspect summer growing 


flowers, vines and vegetables from wood boxes 
placed the ground. And one tenant has occupied 
the same house for about forty years! And protests 
against the terrible conditions surrounding courts! 


Are Not Responsible? 


the pernicious influence exercised upon the 
surrounding property such spots and the conse- 
quent effect upon living conditions and physical up- 
keep, that have caused our major problems. Ninety 
per cent such buildings either are have been 
violation any decent existing laws sanitation 
and housing. And that is, after all, mostly because 
the police powers which exist were not utilized 
when the houses were built. 

Since we, the government, have allowed these 
sore spots fester until they have reached their 
present status, not our duty, whole, see 
that they are cleaned out? And pay the penalty, 
dollars and cents, for their elimination and cor- 
rection 

would certainly seem so! And how that obli- 
gation met the question the moment. 
Only the Federal Government can afford study 
the problem whole and undertake find pro- 
gram long range planning, construction and man- 
agement, which will reclaim entire areas and not 
just the individual groups. Private capital cannot 
pay the price required city township government, 
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most cases hampered lack legislation, can 
only find purely local solution which cannot co- 
ordinated with national far reaching program. 
tively studied each general locality and then made 
part nation wide program rehabiltation. 


Something Must Done 


What might accomplished? difficult 
Certainly there nothing more done than 
tear down the old, uninhabitable insanitary 
houses, something would gained. However, vacant 
ground—government privately owned—helps 
one, the problem develop these areas with 
structures that will give safe and reasonable commer- 
cial return after the high price originally paid for 
the ground taken into consideration and adjusted 
absorbed without being permanent charge upon 
which return essential. 

Usually such districts are adjacent commer- 
cial industrial areas which, being old parts 
the city, cannot spread but continue produce. The 
logical answer seems, therefore, provide 
housing for industrial workers low rentals. Two 
immediate results are obtained. First, actual con- 
struction work the building industry; second, 
even greater importance, relief providing proper 
shelter those who heretofore have never had the 
right kind housing erected for their pocketbooks. 

However, must understood that any pro- 
gram tearing down and rebuilding remodel- 
ling involves many features, beginning with ac- 
cumulation ground from the existing multiple 
ownership that more intensive and detailed study 
needed than would required provide hous- 
ing vacant land. The actual cost building 
the slum areas greater than outlying sections, 
except for the difference required construct 
fire-resistive materials. Services the main streets, 
such water, sewerage, gas and transportation are 
generally already in, that there saving over 
outlying sections. But the stumbling block 
sufficiently low per room cost rental will found 
the purchase price paid for the ground and 
whatever building may upon it, adding the 
cost individual agreements, searches and settle- 
ments parcels. 


How the Government Could Help 


the theory that society, government, must 
assume certain responsibility for having allowed 
slum conditions started and then continue 
and spread, accepted, perfectly reason- 
able assume that this difference ground cost 
should absorbed out Federal funds. This 
exactly the same subsidies provided keep ships 
the ocean, funds advanced plough under crops 
preserve the farmers’ independence, legislation

impose tariff aid particular industry public 
works pour out millions for dams provide water 
reclaim arid areas and selling the water cost 
far below any interest amortization the in- 
vestment. 

There difference between spending money 
raise the prices goods one industry and taking 
similar action provide shelter lower cost 
another. Both benefit the worker and are good 
business for the government its responsibility for 
the well being its people, and should not con- 
strued communism, socialism, even paternalism. 

That this obligation has already been recognized 
the Government shown the wording the 
specifically required prepare “comprehensive 
program public works.” And surely there 
one thing more vital any such program than the 
clearance slums. 

The creation Federal housing authority with 
funds sufficient for immediate intensive study 
blighted areas, starting those cities where unem- 
ployment the building industry most rampant, 
with all other citiesto follow closely thereafter, would 
seem not unreasonable method starting. This 
central authority should have subordinated regional 
authorities control and generally supervise the 
studies made and determine the allocation and 
expenditure funds. But, and this most impor- 
tant, the actual work should done locally 
corps technically trained men, experienced the 
work, familiar with conditions their locality 
and selected carefully for their knowledge and abil- 
ity. Just there different cause each city 
each has its own peculiar local remedies that 
not apply elsewhere. But the result these inves- 
tigations could coordinated the regional and 
national authorities and sane, sensible long range 
national program laid out. 


Many Men Could Put Work 


Without spade being put the ground, liter- 
ally thousands technical men could saved from 
the bread line this winter. Philadelphia alone 
seventy-five one hundred men could put 
work within two weeks devising means secur- 
ing ground and ascertaining the cost thereof, types 
buildings built and methods manage- 
ment. each city the work already accomplished, 
mostly altruistic effort, the study city plan, 
the movement population and commerce and 
industry and other vital factors could coordinated 

into master plan. Never before has this been possible 
accomplishment under competent supervising au- 
thority, with the funds and power the national 
administration behind it. 

Architects, draftsmen, housing and planning con- 
sultants, engineers, realtors and contractors all have 


their functioninsuchastudy. And all could cooperate 
with responsible group citizens trained bank- 
ing and business give needed advice the com- 
mercial aspects the plan. this Federal author- 
ity could then extend local housing corporations 
the benefits the money grant applicable toward 
the cost labor and materials for public works, this 
would act reduction the added ground cost 
such proper proportion each community the 
studies would determine. Such grant would act 
the incentive secure the required local partici- 
pation, both cash, equity and civic interest, which 
should essential part the program. 


Eminent Domain First Essential 


The much discussed power eminent domain 
must given each such public corporation or- 
ganized the Federal authority order solve 
the problem ground accumulation. Much its 
use disliked, there will undoubtedly occasion 
when persuasion the use police power con- 
demn uninhabitable and dangerous buildings ar- 
bitration will not effective. the common- 
weal the ground must secured, but the owner 
compensated reasonable basis only and must 
fully protected accordance with legal proce- 
dure each state. The very threat contained 
the possession the power would militate great 
extent against real estate speculation. 

The cooperation municipal authorities 
must invoked. Vacating existing streets, placing 
new ones the ‘city plans, changes water and 
sewer, etc., may essential properly clearing out 
districts. And return the city must assured 
that the reclaiming areas and new construction 
will return proper tax for the prosecution the 
city’s business and the meeting existing new 
obligations required. The fear that the non-success 
any government assisted owned housing project 
either the slums suburbs would result non- 
payment city taxes present strong deterrent 
against municipal cooperation. 


Various Types Housing Should Included 


the determination rentals, there should 
worked out rate suitable the existing prices cur- 
rently paid the neighborhood without under cut- 
ting, except perhaps type house which might 
called “interim”. Such house, usually tene- 
ment, built steel joists, fire resistive and vermin 
proof materials, could without bath rooms, 
but with toilet and sink for each apartment; with- 
out wall paper but with cold water painted walls 
and rented figure only slightly above the prices 
paid the present slum houses tenements. These 
could let only the very poorest the tenants, 
those without steady employment the past 
without ambition better themselves. The compe- 
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tition better neighbors and living quarters and 
the hope building themselves eligibility 
the next better type house little higher rental 
should more than teaching preaching im- 
prove family living conditions, has been demon- 
strated Rome and other European cities. 

Another slightly higher type house for the 
worker low but steady income and still higher 
type for the white collar man who either has 
prefers live down town, should part the 
program. Parks, playgrounds and low-coverage 
buildings land area naturally follow such plan 
and form integral part the studies made. 

The proportion each type occupancy es- 
sentially problem proper management. For this 
essential build personnel which will sym- 
pathetically determine eligibility tenants and help 
them their problems, without taint charity. 
Perhaps one answer weekly collections ren- 
tals, sliding scale between summer and winter, 
rate dependent upon type and finish and equip- 
ment suit each person’s need instead the usual, 
“Here is; take leave it” type house 
apartment. 


Plea For Prompt Action 


will seen from these notes that the ultimate 
cost slum clearance project dependent upon the 
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possibility governmental grant makes totally 
different problem from low rental housing va- 
cant land. Each factor mentioned above has 
important bearing upon the determination the 
amount upon which return can reasonably ex- 
pected. Therefore, attempt has been made here 
suggest absolute solution dwell upon the 
sociologic side the ultimate benefits the city 
lessening police and health expense. only 
effort lay before the members the Institute 
some the peculiar phases this problem, unlike 
any other which faces our profession and therefore 
requiring its preliminary stages planning that 
incentive which only government can give. 

hoped that will encourage members each 
section continue further begin the studies es- 
sential its solution. And the entire building in- 
dustry cries out the Architect take the lead 
urging the Government constitute proper 
ing Authority”, and act quickly possible. 
This war—a war against crime, depression and 
insanitary living conditions. Ali can join this war 
and successful more will accomplished 
for the future our cities than would possible 
the expenditure many times much money 
for the erection other kinds buildings during 
this critical period.

Code For Report 


EVELOPMENTS connection with the 
Construction Industry Code have been 
rapid and fundamental during the past few 

weeks, and they have affected importantly the sup- 

plemental codes far their structure con- 
cerned. 

final policy has been generally accepted 
the sponsors that Code and officials A., 
that there shall single Construction Industry 
Code, the first part being general provisions ap- 
plying all branches construction, followed 
series chapters (the former supplemental 
codes) containing the special provisions applicable 
each the elements, such architects, engi- 
neers, general contractors, etc. 

This means that, the Architects’ Code, cer- 
tain provisions regarding hours, wages, appeals, 
etc., will omitted from our chapter (the former 
supplemental code) and will covered standard 
clauses the Construction Code equally controlling 
the other branches the industry. This will make 
the chapter containing the architects’ interests much 
briefer and related four main subjects, namely— 
Definitions, Unfair Competitive Practices, Admin- 
istration, and Modifications. 

this goes press the final draft the Con- 
struction Industry Code has been formulated and 
submitted General Johnson. approved 
the President, believed the Architects’ Code 
will ready for immediate action form which 
the Code Committee considers satisfactory. 

Proposed amendments the provisions 
schedules charges the Architects’ Code, made 
necessary fixed policies the National Recovery 
Administration, have just been reported the 
Presidents all Institute Chapters, and the 
State Societies, communication dated Decem- 
ber 1933, order that the Code Committee might 
have the opinion groups broadly representative 
the profession throughout the country.

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Relief Employment—Recording Historic Buildings 


Ickes, has sponsored program for the relief 

employment Architects and Architectural 
Draftsmen, under the Civil Works Administration, 
which outlined follows: 

The plan involves means furnishing relief 
about 1,200 men architectural training 
for periods two months more, with the op- 
portunity making enormous contribution 
the history and aesthetics American life. One 
important phase that, approved, men could 
work almost once, with minimum 
equipment, supplies, and general overhead expenses. 
estimated the project would cost about 
$450,000. 

The proposal embodies the securing the serv- 
ices qualified group architects and draftsmen 
study, measure, and draw plans, elevations, 
and details the important historic old buildings 
the United States. Our architectural heritage 
buildings from the last four centuries diminishes 
daily alarming rate. The ravages fire and 
the natural elements, together with the demolition 
and alterations caused real estate changes, form 
inexorable tide destruction destined wipe 
out the great majority the buildings which knew 
the beginnings and first flourish the nation. The 
comparatively few structures which can saved 
extraordinary effort and presented exhibition 
houses museums, altered and used for resi- 
dences minor commercial uses, comprise only 
small percentage the interesting and important 
architectural specimens which remain from the old 
days. the responsibility the American 
people that the greater number our antique 
buildings must disappear through economic causes, 
they should not pass into unrecorded oblivion. 

Charles Peterson, chief the eastern division

Actual expenditures, 
while naturally lagging far behind, are growing 
each month. The administration apparently do- 
ing its best educate the public understand- 
ing the vital necessity for speed getting the 
huge sum involved into circulation. 

Appropriations for federal projects have, for the

The arts are inextricably woven into all phases 
human activity, and the Corporation its sup- 
port education every level, libraries and mu- 
seums, has contributed the same time the ad- 
vancement the arts. 


While one the earliest grants the Corpora- 
tion was made the arts, $200 the American 
Federation Arts 1913, the grants specifically 
for this purpose have fallen almost wholly within 
the past ten years, the only exceptions being the 
American Academy Rome, $25,000; American 
Fine Arts Society, $25,000; Community Arts As- 
sociation Santa Barbara, $125,000; New York 
School Applied Design for Women, $25,000; 
American Federation Arts $30,200. 

During this period, the sum devoted the arts 
other than music has averaged $365,600 annually, 
the grants reaching their peak with total 
$500,000 1925-26. 

Late 1923 the Trustees authorized the appro- 
priation $5,000 the first series grants 
for general study the place the arts 
American life. The admirable report, which was 
prepared group under the Chairmanship 
Mr. Richard Bach, and submitted year later, 
was the first comprehensive document its kind 
published the United States. field has 
the Corporation relied more upon voluntary advis- 
ers than the arts, and nowhere have the results 
been more satisfactory. The original advisory 
group, called together June, 1924, consisted 
the following persons: Richard Aldrich, Royal Cor- 
tissoz, Royal Farnum, Henry Kent, Frank 
Mather, Jr., Richards, Paul Sachs, 
Homer Saint-Gaudens, Walter Sargent.

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Handkerchief Map Washington Aid Memorial Parkway 


Chairman the National Capital Park 

and Planning Commission and President 
the American Civic Association, Frederic Delano, 
has had manufactured handkerchief map Wash- 
ington and the surrounding country, which has 
been copyrighted the American Civic Associa- 
tion. The net proceeds from the sale the hand- 
kerchief map will the George Washington 
Memorial Parkway Fund. 

Mr. Delano took his inspiration for the handker- 
chief from rare cloth map the Capital city 
printed about 1792. second edition this map 
appeared 1796, which also very rare. Only 
few these early maps are known exis- 
tence today. The Library Congress has three 
its possession, the Metropolitan Museum New 
York has one, and others are held private col- 
lectors form part historical collections. The 
historical background these maps vague, though 
has been supposed that they were brought out 
connection with the auction sale lots the 
“new Federal Town,” for which the plans were 
drawn L’Enfant, the young French military 
engineer who came America 1777. 

The handkerchief map, now being brought out, 
about twenty-eight inches square. Mildred 
Burrage Kennebunkport, Maine, drew the de- 
sign which reproduces not only the original 
L’Enfant Plan but map the surrounding 
country and its important landmarks, bordered 
sketches the notable buildings the Nation’s 
Capital. 

Both the National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission and the American Civic Association 
have advocated the George Washington Memorial 
Parkway, development along the banks the 
Potomac River. 

Completion this Parkway would secure official 
control both sides the Potomac River from 
Mount Vernon Great Falls the Virginia side 
and between Fort Washington and Great Falls 
the Maryland side, with the exception the areas 


already occupied the cities Washington and 
exandria. 

The recent opening the Mount Vernon Memo- 
rial Highway between Washington and Mount 
Vernon completes about one-quarter the whole 
project. Plans for continuing the Parkway have 
received temporary set-back due the depression. 

Congressional authorization for the George 
Washington Memorial Parkway provides that Fed- 
eral funds may made available only condi- 
tion that State and local funds secured for the 
purchase private lands within the proposed park 
area. hoped that the proceeds from the sale 
the handkerchief map will make possible secure 
essential key properties order that the plan for 
the Parkway may not fail. 

The sale the handkerchief maps will enable 
patriotic and civic organizations and the millions 
people who are interested the National Capi- 
tal contribute the Fund and have souve- 
nir their participation. 

The handkerchief map printed six colors 
fine quality muslin, sunfast and washable. 
The colors are red, blue, green, plum, brown and 
terra cotta. 

Many uses have been suggested for the maps. 
They may antiqued with lacquer shellac and 
framed interesting wall decoration. They may 
placed under glass for card table trays. They 
can used handkerchief, scarf, apron, table 
cover, sewed together make bags, bed spreads, 
window draperies, even garments.
